The concerted driv e in the Middle 
West for Improv ed soil fertility and 
better crop rotations is accomplishing 
its purpose as shown by figures com­ 
piled by A. J . Surratt, crop statistician 
for the Illinois Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
According to the census reports 
for 19 -4, as compared to those of fiv e 
y ears before, the states of Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, Indiana, Ohio, Mich­ 
igan and Wisconsin, till show a gain 
in the acres of legumes per 100 acres 
of cultiv ated crops. 
This is account­ 
ed for largely by the educational cam­ 
paign put ori by agricultural colleges, 
county agents, the press and other 
agencies. 
Michigan Heads List. 
This report shows that, of the states 
named, Michigan heads the list with 
an increase in legume acreage of 7 .37 
per 1(N) acres of cultiv ated crops; Mis­ 
souri is nex t with f>.7 9 acres; then 
follow Wisconsin, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illi­ 
n oi s 
and Iowa in the order named. 
Each of these states now has more 
than ten acres of legumes per 
!(*► 
acres of cultiv ated, thus dev oted to 
legume growing. 
Legumes, per 100 acres cultiv ated 
crops, showed a gain in the last fiv e 
y ear s:

HarmAn Blennerhassett realized a 
I fortune of about SUM),000 through the 
I sale of his Irish estate When he came 
to the United States 
most of this 
money was left behind, to be drawn 
j upon as needed, through an American 
banker. 
The Ohio riv er island which now 
hears his name is said to hav e been 
j once the property of George Wash­ 
ington, part of an Ohio riv er tract 
he located in 1770. 
When Blenner- 
hussett first saw it. It belonged to 
Elijah Backus, a Marietta editor, and 
was known as Backus* island, 
it had 
j an area of about 297 
acres, and rec- 
! ords show Backus had paid $833.33 for 
it. 
Blennerhassett did not buy the 
entire Island, but the upper portion, 
containing about 170 acres. He bought 
it from Backus in March, 179s, for 
$4,500. Blennerhassett named it Isle

At 7 :3d th e bugler quite 
oufcdoe- h imself in th e ch eeriness of 
h is call to th e ch ief prandial occasion 
of th e day. 
“Th e only oth er major signal of th e i 
day on sh ipboard is th e blowing of th e j 
wh istle exactly at noon, sh ip’s time.
